The commisBioners' action is the second step in a program 
to protect the public. The first 
step was that of inspections 
made by Building Inspector 
Stuart Swan and Fire Chief 
J. S. Gibb. Checking 25 apart- 
ment and rooming houses, 
they found only two that were 
acceptable. 

All of the others were found Ui 
Kqtilre tuch changes u addition of 
metal lire eacapes. maUng doors 
open out, InstaUtllon of fire exit 
signs, remoral of open electric 
switches, placing of hand rails on 
stairways, extending of dead -end 
corridors and similar safety mca- 



flures. 

.Third step will l>e compllanoe by 
operators of establishments con- 
cerned. Notices, being dispatched 
with lists of renovations required, 
point out that work should be start- 
ed within 30 days. 

In Introducing the program. Safe- 
ty Oomtnlsaloner I. E. (BlU) NlUch- 
ke pointed out that the nation has 
recently witnessed a series of trage- 
dies that might have been averted 
had Are prevmtlon-and safety pre- 
cautions been taken. He also Indi- 
cated that the present plan Is de' 
signed to Increase protection to the 
public without causing operators 
uhdue hardship or expense.

Byrnes an "outstanding champion 
of freedom of expression." He said 
that was why he wanted Byrnes to 
represent the movie Industry in its 
battle for "freedom of the screen." 

Besides helping represent the 
movie Industry at the Washington 
hearings, Byrnes will help set up a 
plan of [air trade practices tbr 
members of the producers' associa- 
tion, Johnston said.

Self-Rule 

LONDON, June 3 (/P>— The 
British government announc- 
ed today that it will transfer 
power in India to the Indians 
almost immediately and 
leave it to the Indian people 
to decide whether there shall 
be one or two governments, 

The aimouncement was made ahn- 
ultaneously by Prime Minister Att- 
loe In tho house of commons; by 
the viceroy. Lord Mountbatten, In a 
broadcast to the Indian people, and 
by the British government in a white 
paper. 

Domlolon Status 
Legislation will be Introduced dur- 
ing the present session pf parlia- 
ment for the Uansfer of power this 
year—on a dominion status basis— to 
one or two Indian governments, 
depending on which system the In- 
dian people sut»crlbe ta 

Thus unUl the absolute withdrawal 
of the British, scheduled for July 
of 1B48, India will be composed of 
one or two self-governing countries 
which win belong to the British 
commonwealth ot nations. 
'Tavorably Beeelved" 
Attlee said the new British plan, 
with its offer of temporary dominion 
status, had been "favorably received" 
by the leaders of Indian poUUcal 
parties. o 

Former Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill threw the backing of the 
conservative opposition behitfd the 
principle of temporary dominion 
status for India — whether as a 
united country of 390.000,000 dr OS a 
separate Pakistan (Moslem) and 
Hindustan (Hhidu)— but reserved 
the right to oppose details of the 
plan. 

•mood Bath" Predicted 
Churchill said a "blood bath" for 
India "may stand very near." He 
added that the partition pnvoeal 
might "offer to India some proepect 
of escape from one of the most 
hideous calamities that has ever 
ravaged the vast expanses of India." 

Communist Willie Gallacher of- 
fered tho sole opposition to the plan. 
He said he was "the more suspicious 
of the solution because Mr. Ohurchlll 
who has a bad record in connection 
with India, gives it such tupport."

NEW DElJn, June 3 WV- Hlval 
Indian leaders advised the viceroy 
today they would divide the vul 
country between Moslems and non-

This would mean the dreatlon of 
two nations, each aihohg the largest 
In the world In population. But In 
resources. It meant the creation of 
one relatively powerful nation com- 
posed mostly of Hindus and one far 
less powerful nation containing the 
vast bulk of the Moslem population 
of India. 

Leaders of the major Indian polit- 
ical parties declared over a national 
radio hookup tonight the plan was 
unsallslactory but was the best 
avnilable solution. They appealed 
for a ccABBllon ot the bloody civil 
ntrlte of Uie past 10 months between 
Hliidun and Mo-ilcms. 

Leaders ot boUi major political 
facllcns had yet to submit their 
nHrcementB to their huge party 
memberships for approval. 

Hut the leadership of both the 
all-India national congress party 
and the Moslem league has been so 
powerful In recent years that all 
recommendatlnnn hafe been ~ 
proved with lllUe difficulty. 

Under the Independence . 
there will be a temporary period of

Potter stated that 56 per cent at 
the population lived on farms in 
1880 but that In 1H7 only » per 
cent of tha population la farmlnf. 
He aald that In »19 there were IJ 
acres of farmland par capita, with 
3i acres in 1H7, and made the 
predlcUon that In IW tha figure 
would be 1.9 acres If there Ii no 
further loss of farmltnd and no 
unforseen Increase of population. 

To give meanhig to thoaa figures. 
Potter compared them to figures 
euewhere In the world In 1H7— 1J> 
acres of farmland per caplU In 
France, which ha described as a 
weakening nation; 0.T acres In west- 
am Europe, which he dascribed as 
poverty stricken; and OJl acres in 
China, where ha said there Is mtas 
starvation. 

Potter declared that If this nation 
can maintain two or more acres of 
farmland per capita, a good stand- 
ard of living will result; but that U 
tha figure drops to one acre or less, 
hunger will prevail. He expressed 
the possibility that farmland might 
be depleted to the dwir point of 
less than two acres, which would 
result in farming methods reverting' 
from present day mechanical oper- 
ation to "scratching in the soil" for 
a bare living. 

Lloyd Campbell, In charge of 
planning sheets and oompllanca for 
tha state ACA. office at Boise, ex<. 
plained the price support progranf 
for potatoes, and instructed the 
committeemen and secretaries how 
to measure the production of a 
field against the goal set for that 
field. 

Field demonstrations began Mon- 
day afternoon,' when use of a farm- 
level and other surveying procedures 
were explained. Later In the after- 
noon the group inspected various 
farm practices. Including the re« 
organisation of irrliatlon In tha 
PeiTlne coulee, The: demonstrations 
were conducted by Campbell and 
Jack Martin, supervisor of 
Mhildoka-Oaaala dUtrlct.

0R, MANN'S DIAGNOSIS 
While the war waa on there was a good deal 
of talk about the tremendous task of dC' 
educating and re-educating the Germana. 
One hears little of such talk today. This Is 
not bscause the task^ls finished. On the con- 
trary, It Is bigger than ever; after two years. 
It Is scarcely begun. 

niere are several reasons why the sub- 
ject has dropped out of general conversa- 
tion. Our authorities in Germany have been 
much In the same fix as the postwar Brit- 
leh government. Crisis after crisis has had 
to be dealt with, thus delaying a real start 
on a long-range plan. 

Our military government authorities have 
had to cope with the grim and unforeseefi 
atruggle with Russia over the political shape 
of postwar Germany. On lower administra- 
tive levels there have been a number of 
bothersome problems: discontent in the oc- 
cupying forces, lack. of food for the Ger- 
mans, too-easy fraternization, black market- 
ing, stirrings ol nazlsm, and increased 
grumblings over meager rations. 

Here at home the public does not Identify 
Itself with the problems of peace as it did 
durli>g the war. This is unfortunate, though 
perhaps m Is Inevitable. 

nie war demanded common participation 
-In the fight against a common danger. This 
unity Quickened our national conscience and 
sharpened our national vision in a manner 
scarcely possible under less tragic circum- 
stances. We could see quite clearly then the 
- Immense- Job to be done on the collective 
Qennui mina if . another threat by German 
mlUtarlam were to be averted. Today? Well, 
we seem to" have lost Interest In the whole 
matter. 

In flnch an atmosphere it Is particularly 
Interesting to read a current appraisal of 
the German people by Dr, Thomas Mann. 
Br. Mann, a German through and through, 
was one of the first non-Jewish writers to 
leave Ws country in protest against nazi 
policies. He departed in 1933, the first year 
of Hltlerlam-^ot .under compulsion, but 
out of disgust. 

As one of the world's most eminent novel- 
ists, Or. Mann has a gift for probing an In- 
. dividual or national mentality. 

"Germany," says Dr. Mann, "takes a mor- 
bid pride in her own tragedy, believing it to 
be unique. It Is self-pity, part of the national 
egotism, which is preventing Germany 
from co-operating with the allies in her re^ 
Vlval." 

This describes an actual condition which 
many persons foresaw before Germany's col 
lapse, but which seems to have been forgot- 
ten in the face of Immediate duties. The 
Germans, fancying themselves betrayed, still 
consider themselves the master race. They 
Insist upon being waited on. They are arro- 
gant in defeat as In victory. 

A more active recognition of the attitude 
which Dr, Mann describes will not solve nil 
the problems of Germany, But It might servo 
to help set a firm, consistent American policy 
and thus simplify the task that Is still to 
be done. 



MONEY TO BURN 

American cigarettes have taken n sharp 
drop on the German black market. New reg- 
ulations by our military government, a flood 
of cheaper and good Russian cigarettes, and 
other factors have forced down the price. 
And so now the Germans are reported to be 
smoking American brands Instead of using 
them for money. 

The whole theory of money Is e.fsentlally 
confusing, no matter how often it In explained 
or how common It Is In practice. So all wo cnn 
eay about the latest German development is 
that a handy medium of exchange appar- 
ently Is being put to excollont use. Dollar bills 
may satisfy, but no one would dare say that 
they are free from Impurities, full oLnpplc 
honey, and free and easy 6n the draWT '

ADVANTAGES— It Is not the need of outside funds 
which has led expanding corporate InterHts to Invite 
local people to partlclpat« In these offering*. It U 
the shrewd belief that the resulting advantages will 
be rich and concrete. 

It creatsi both good will and an active Interest „ 
the project, as against the antipathy which has fre- 
quently prevailed against "foreign explolUtlon." At 
recently as the Collldge and Hoover adaiinUtrallons, 
It was the custom for many U. B. firms to yell for the 
marines whenever a firecracker popped below the 
Rio Orande on a fete day. 

These Incidents offended the proud Latins, 
marred our relaUons with them for years. The 
meniory of them underlies our present-day dllflcultlea 
with the Argentines. 

PRIDE— Although the American firms prefer public 
rather than poUUcal partlclpaUon In these security 
Issues, governments have bought In at times. Their 
ownerehlp of bonds and slocks may prove a safeguard 
In the event of a change of control through an election 
or a revolution. 

Lastly, World war 11 preclpiuted a general demand 
for economic Independency as well as political freedom 
among the peoples of the world. It engendered a 
fierce feeling of pride, especially throughout Bouth 
America. The new movement represents a realistic 
attempt to appeal to this awakened spirit. 

BAVINOB— Recent developments in the fields of 
consumer credit and aavlngs have stirred a shiver of 
concern In federal financial circles over the prospect 
of a fairly serious economic downturn. 

Although the signs are faint as yet, and aubject 
to conflicting Interpretations, they give point to Tru- 
man-Snyder and Pord-InWmatlonM Hirveetar warn- 
ings that the buying public msy grow rf»t|ve and 
balky under the pressure of rising prices. 

Commerce reporU reveal that the people saved 
(14,000.000.000 less In 1849 than they did In the wartime 
year of IMS, nineteen billions of dollars as against 
thirty-three billions. They also show thst the total 
holdings of popuUr-prlced, low.<lenomln»t|on war 
bonds are down by 1400,000,000 although salts of 
other federal securltlea are up by (3,000,000,000, 

Federal reserve and treasury officials Interpret these 
figures to mean that ajnall buyers— the mass of people 
—are redeeming their holdings because of lower. Uke- 
home pay and higher living coats, and that the more 
prosperious are still buying. 

If so, there may not be the popular support for 
mamtenance of a buslnea boom on the basis of 
present prices and prospecUve, high-level prod4ctlon. 

CREDIT— The trend of consumer credit volume also 
arouses some alarm. It now amounts to ten blHlon 
dollars, an Increase of 44 per cent over 1S45. and twice 
the total that was outstanding In mld-lS44. 

The upward hap la not too threnUnlng, In view of 
the return of ihore civilian goods to the market and 
the righer price level. Hut It Is symptomatic of the 
buying and earning public's caution and concern. 

There Just may not be the purchashig power for the 
automobiles, refrigerators, homes, radios, furniture and 
other articles that should begin to roll off the pro- 
duction lines In volume by early fall. 

There Is another upsetting factor In the reaUiatlon 
that the muss buyers do not have the mass cash. 
Even In 1040. a federal reserve board survey disclosed 
that 10 per cent of American families had 80 per cent 
of the savings while 40 per cent had only one per cent,

But when you reflect 
that the writer of this confusion was 
next In Une for the presidency of the 
United SUtes and with the war on 
and our own country already com- 
mitted, this stuff Is t«rrllylng. 

Maybe Roosevelt didn't know tho 
existence of this writing at the time 
that he handplcked Wallace and 
compelled the 1940 Democratic con- 
venUon to nominate him when they 
would rather have torn him apart 
They were so mad that they booed 
this strange fellow with the wet. 
napping lips and the Hltlerlan bang 
over his eyes, like an arena full of 
wild animals. They wouldn't even let 
him make a speech of acceptance. 
But fiooseveit cerulnly did linow the 
whole story by election day, 1840. 

If these are the same letters that 
Charlie Mike aaw, and I think they 
are, then I say Charlie Mlka went a 
long, long way for his client, the 
Democratic party, and took a terri- 
ble chance on the safety of the 
United SUtcB when he decided, 
without expert advice, that tliey 
were of st least "doubtful authen. 
tlclty. 

Roosevelt was even more terribly 
guilty because he knew he could die 
any tpoment and that Wallace would 
then take over with his wild, bcwll- 
dered Interest in oriental teacheni 
and mysterious mssters of unrc' 
vealed wisdom. I^ter, when he cer- 
tainly knew the truth. Roosevelt 
fired Jesse Jones from the depart' 
ment of commerce which Included 
control of the RPC. "the greatest 
bank In the world." and nominated 
Henry for the Job.

Board Ajiopts 
Big Change in 
Teacher Code 

MOSCOW. June t M^The <Ut« 
board, of educatloo, meetlns here 
)'Mt«rday adopted % iweeplng new 
tocher certillcatloo code vhlcta by 
19S9 will provide that all elementary 
teachers must hava lour years of 
college training to obtain certifi- 
cates. 

At the came time the board ap- 
proved instltullon of administrators' 
ccrtlllcatctt for all grade and high 
school principals and superlntend- 
enL'i except lor small schools. Idaho 
docs not now require administrators' 
certificates, but the practice haa been 
sencral In other states. State Supt. 
Alton B. Jonca, secretary ol the 
board, snld In announcing adoption 
of the rcqulrcmenta today. 

Tlie ba.slc worlt in preparing the 
program was done by a teacher wel- 
fare committee ot the Idaho Educa- 
tion ns.<^iatlon. appointed two 
years aijo. 

Regular certificates now are given 
for elemrnt«ry teaching upon com- 
pletion of two ycnrs of normal school 
worlc. At the end of two years addi- 
tional preparation will be required 
under the new regulations, and by 
16S5 a four-year college course will 
be necessary to tecure certltlcayon, 
Jones Kald. 

By 1955 high school principals 
most hold master's degrees with 
fipecKled courses In administration. 
Superintendents also must hold 
master's degrees by that dote. 

Two additional advanced types of 
certificates also were authorized, 
advanced elementary certlflcatea, 
and advanced high school certifi- 
cates. Both require five years of 
teacher training.
